#808-Milk Run Mabel #5 position, lead squadron, Approximately two minutes before 
target time we were hit by a burst of flak on the nose, 

Navigator called me end reported damage bad. The second burst was approximately 
20 seconds later, snd waist gunner called and reported that control cables in the 
waist were shot away, The third burst a moment later struck the left wing at in- 
board aileron hinge setting the wing afire stopping aileron control and setting fire 
to outboard tanks, 

We went on C#1, compilot holding elevation, myself holding the ailerons through 
Cml, Approximately thirty seconds leter we got bombs away, Almost immediately after 
bombs away we received another burst that rolled us out of the formation to the 
right. We were able to right the ship with the use of C-1 and I called the navigator 
and asked him for a heading to the nearest Allied coumtry, He geve me a heading of 
250 degrees which we turned to, meanwhile letting dow, I called the crew and asked 
for reports end told them to be ready to bail out, The ball gunner- Domnelle- stayed 
et his position in the ball to better report condition of the fire. The tail gunner, 
-Briggs- elso stayed at his position to report. 

Approximately ten minutes after the wing was set afire, the ball gunner called 
me and reported that the fire was getting worse, We did not wish to bail out over 
Germany (and have my crew end up as prisoners) end at this time I called the navig- 
ator and asked for estimated position. He was mable to give me a gee fix as the 
first burst through the nose had knockedcout the gee box. 

His DR fix put us approximately 20 miles within Allied territory. I also asked 
him for wind drift from our present altitude to the ground and the reported winds 
would drift us towards Allied territory, The crew was told to stand by at bail-out 
positions, The ship was put on full 0-1, until this time it had been merely aileron 
on Cel, The altitude tbithis time was 14,000 feet, Before leaving his position, the 
tail gunner called me and reported the fire was getting worse, and on looking at the 
wing I could see thet the flame was beginning to come out in large bursts, so I 
called the crew on the phone end told them to bail out. The bombardier salvoed the 
bomb bay doors and hit the bail-out bell. The only difficulty encountered by the 
crew members on leaving the ship was their inability to pull the bail-out hinge pins, 
The lest man left the ship at approximately 12,000 feet, The ship's engines were 
running beautifully, The in boards had been pulled back to allow escape from the 
waist door, The bombardier was unable to open the nose escape hatch so went out the 
bomb bay. The navigator finelly opened the emergency door and went out that wey. 

The co-pilot, pilot and engineer used the bomb bay door. The other crew members went 
out the waist and tail escape hatches, Approximate time of landing was 12:45 to 155, 

20 to SO seconds after leaving the ship, the wing either blew up or came off 
as the ship went into a steep spiral and crashed approximately 5 kilometres from the 
tow of Gestel in Selgium, We were mable to visit the ship later due to the fact 
that the Prince Albert Ganal was between us and the ship, and there were no bridges 
in the vicinity. The ship burned on crashing. A piece of the wing fell about 300 yards 
from the village of Gestel.

I would like at this time to commend all crew members for their excesvional behavior 
during the emergency, in pertioular, the teil and >all gunners for staying at their 
posts to report on the fire. iy Flight Officer Burbach remained cool and was able to 
help vie crew members by giving correct position, ete. 

when the various crew members landea they did not know whether they were in 
Allied territory or not and took evasive tactios, preparatory, if necessary, to “walk 
out". The british troops who were searching for the remainder of the crew were wiable 
to find them for six hours. The troops on whose territory we landed were the 129th 
Pioneers B.A... Through a mistaken report I was told that all crew members were safe, 
although we ware not together due to the Prince Albert Canale Part of the crew was 
returnea to Brussels that night. The remainder= Sgtse Haller, Pitarre and Briggse- end 
myseif stayed that night in the village of Meerhout and were sent out to frusseis the 
next morning where we put in contact with the air Evacuation Unite 

Cpl. whipple was the crew member who was missing and mistakenly reported safe, 
but wo is at this tive safe ami siurned to his base. 1 would like again to mention 
the extremely good fashion in which the crew reacted in this emergency 


Report of Sct. Joe. C, Haller. 

we were flying a/0 #408 (milk Rum Mabel). The excitemmt started about the 
beginning of the bomb run, at which time I was busy discharging chaff from the radio 
room. Over the interphone, fiak bursts were being reported from all positions of 
the ship. Suddenly I felt the plane jolt and I knew we were hit. The navigator reported | 
the damage as the nose being badly hite A second later the plane jolted again and the 
waist gunner described the danage aft of the radio room. I could hardly believe his 
report till I looked through the doorway and saw wires hanging from above and holes 
big enough to pirt ones heaa through all over the place. How Whipple ever escaped 
being injurea is still a mystery to me. The third direct hit of flak we received | 
a moment later was under the left wings {his caused a fire which was immediately repor 
ea by the ball turret operator. I also heard the pilot cussing because the aileron 
control was shot to hell. We continued on the bomb run though knowing that the bail 
out order woula be given any second. all the while I was discharging chaff from the 
Radio room. : 

AS soon as I heard "Bombs away", I went to the waist po sition end no sooner 
had I done sc when another burst of Plak hit us, This time it splintered the Radio 
room floor, table, and putting the laison receiver out of commission, when I reached 
the waist position I plugged in on interphone and heard the pilot say “Stand by to 
bail out". Immediately I wen$ to the waist door and tried to open ite It woula open 
alright but the safety pins wouldn't come out. (They must have been frozen there, ) 
Whipple and I struggled with it for a minute or two and finally it gave. by this time 
the pilot had alreaay given the order to bail out and the bell was ringinge I was 
the first to leave from the waist and delayed my jump approximately one minute. 

The lest fix I heard the navigator give the pilot was approximately twenty 
miles behind the allied side of the line with a wind that should carry us toward 
allied territory. I haa no troubie with ny chute opening but was worried about the 
heavy fog below ma, I was afraid [ might land in water so I tried to loosen myself 
from fram the harness but found it impossible to do 80. I arifted through the fog 
and at about treetop level the ground became visible, Fortunately I lit in the middle 
of a field and surprisingly all in one pieces I wasn't quite sure where I was at, 50 
I gatherea my chute together and hid it wmder the nearest hedgerows after that I 
walkea along a path for about a half mile then out through a wooded areae When I 
came out into the clear again I ran into Piterra and Briggs. The three of us sur~ 


mised that we were either in enemy territory or just on the line so we figured it 
a good poliey not to approach ang of the civilians, jie rested a short while and 
tried to orient ourselves with the aid of the escape kit maps and compass, and also 
decided that it would be a good idea xuxtmmt +o split up instead of traveling in 
a group. Well, I was the first to leave and headed in a south-west direction. I 
imagine that I walked three or four miles before taking a second rest. It was at 
this time while laying under a hedgerow that a group of children passed, about the 
age of ten or eleven, speaking what I thought was the German orDutch languages 
(Needless to say how mich I sweat.) When I came out from hiding this second time, 

I accidentally walked into a farmer, There was no sense of running or hidimg so 

I walked up to him and asked where I was ate He toid me Belgium, and aided me in 
every possiblexs waye It was at this farmer's house that a British Colonel found mee 
One hour later I was reunited with my pilot, Lt. Calder. Incidentally, when I para- 
chuted from the plane, Ilanded in the country somewhere south of loll or northeast 
of Meerhout. One more thing I would like to add to this account is the wonderful 
interphone discipline that was displayed among our crew during the crises

1. During the month of January, the Photo Lab processed and 
submitted to higher headquarters film from 75 sorties flom on 15 
operational missions, 2950 feet of aerial film was used, and app- 
roximately 6, 850 prints were made.

SQUADRON HISTORY 


January 1945 


The new year began very quietly. The ships remained on the ground 
and aside from the huge dinner served in all messes at noontime things moved 
slowly and routinely all over the base. The weather was very cold and heat 
was hard to assure. Coke allotments were issued wookly and somehow there was 
always enough for the first five days and then suddenly there just wasn't enough 
to last out the week. The men srapped around the barracks and in the areas to 
try and find wood, at least enough so that they could heat up the rooms long enough 
to get to bed comfortably. Once inthe bed they managed to generate enough 
heat to last out the night. Though there were times during January when even 
that was too little and the icy winds poked their fingers dom between the 
blankets and up through the divisions of the biscuits and one found that it was 
sometimes warmet up and around rather than in between the blenkets. January 
was winter, there was no doubt of that. 


Qn the second the ships went out to smsh railway transport behind 
the German lines and their flight took them to Kreuznatch and brought them 
back without losse (Qn the Srd they went to Fulda for the same purpose. And 
came back without indident. The American-British attempts to squeeze Von 
Runstedt's troops back into the Reich following the break-through of the 16th 
of December was gaining groupdand success was coming along. It was slow 
torturous work and the ground and air mon listened to their radios andwatched 
their maps and learned the names of places like St. Vith and learned their 
importance and watched the slow advance of the oncewrouted Yanks. They were 
coming back, but slow and solid. 


The weather balked aagin on the fontth and snow added to the general 
hardships of keeping the Squadron operational. The Engineers worked in iced 
egnditions and slippped and slid on the aircraft wings and worked on frigid 
hardstends, whipped by the Norfolk windse The Ordnance and Armorers fought their 
way through the wetness and slush to put the bombs on the ships. And men slipped 
and bounced themselves on the ice and ruefully found that the earth was an umwelcome 
resting places 


In spite of the weather the ships got off the ground on the morning of 
the fifth and vis ited Frankfort and its marshalling yards and this time they 
were not as lucky as previously. For the formation returned without Lieutenant 
Fred 0. Parrish and his crew. They had been forced to bail out of their craft 
close to the German lines and were scattered on landings The ship continued ite 
way and finally crashed some 160 miles from that point. And in the days what 
were to come all of them were returned to the bhase, though Lieutenant Walter B 


Cummings and Lieutenant Ledley were hospitalized, with Cummings going 
Ledley remaining in a French hospital for weeks to come.

Oa the sixth the troops went off to bomb the yards at Annweiler 
and all returned safely, though Sergeant John L. Stachowiak, toggelier, was 
slightly injured by @ stray bit of flak and while his injury was painful it 
wasn't serious. 


the seventh found them over Cologne, the much-bombed Cathedral 
city, in another crack at Germman transportation. And all came back without 
even a scratch. 


It snowed on the eighth and ningth. A good heavy snow that covered 
everything in sight and meant simply that the Snow and Ice Detail got a frequent 
summons to join their brethern at the Sub=Depot hangar for a session of shoveling 

. Send mixtures over the runways and roads around the bases Those not on te 
detail huddled in and kept warm and moaned about hardships and all. They 
got to thinking about the men in the foxholes not so far away. And they 
held their silence. 


On the morning of the tenth the ships went up in the darkness + 
at eight o'clock. It was an overcast morning and they wheeled and climbd 
and disappeared into the clouds to form their flights. ‘he morning was 
full of the throb of engines and the ground was carpeted in white wintry 
reminder. It was quiet dom below. The Engineers and Ordnance men and 
all the rest who had gone to bed in the morning after their night's works 
Suddenly ... in the quiet morning there was a sound as though the floorboards 
of heaven were being torn up. Then a grinding decending note climaxed with 
a heavy solid crash. Everywhere men ran to their doors to see where the 


plane had fallede From the area in beck of Station sick quarters a thiak 
pillar of smoke mushroomed upwards, Another one had hite 


Someone found a helmet in the field across the road. Others 
said they had seen three, four ... six parachutes come down to the south of 
the field. No one was sures ‘then soneone figured the ship had hit near 
the bomb dump. Or was it too far to the right. Wo, it was in the amp. 

Or was it? 


A healthy explosion settled all arguments. And then the ratetat 
of machine gun fires And e@ solid shaking expolision put a period to the 
sentence. It had definitely hit the dump. And for the next hour and a half 
it proclaimed to the whole countryside that it hade Great clouds of smoke 
punctuated with phosphorus and steel went rolling up and over the fieide 
And from all sections of the field the men began to leave for the safety 
that waited dow the roads off the bases Acppss the snow-covered fields 
men filed along steadily ... accompanied by the civilians who lived on the 
bases And the rabbits who struck off across the snow in a dead Line AWY 
from the sounds and fury of the exploding area, At eleven thirty the noises 
died down and the smoke cleared. It began to Look as if it might be oves 
And at one fifteen it went on again better than ever. Headquarters began 
to watch the creep of the fires with same concern. It was headed for the 
2000-pounders. And if they went ... ‘They issued & instructions for the 
oloising of all blackout blinds to prevent the shatter of glass and everyone 
sat still and waited. 


At three o'clock the fires were out. The blackout blinds were 
Opened. And the ships came back from the mission to disten for once 
the ground men's stories of the war.

Q, the eleventh and the twelfth the ship stayed homes The 
progress of the American-British recovery on the Rusntedt salient 
was coming along every stronger through the most appalling conditions 
of snow and ice. But it was coming altmge And suddenly the Russians 
who had sat on their haunched for so iong before aw Warsaw and along 
the Vistudd came to with a bang! They struck out savagely and deparately 
and in the remainddr of January flooded in a great angry wave across tis 
Plains of Poland end Hast Frussia and into Germany itself, ‘The ground 
men Mmggax began to think about home again. 


On the 18th the ships visited Mainz with their greetings agains 
The 14th they reported om their bombing of Durbin. The weather was sour on 
the fifteenth and again on the sixteenth. But the morning of the seventeenth 
saw them on their way to Hamburg where they reported an excellent strike. 
But the off-againeon again weather went the other way again and it was not 
until the morning of the twentieth that they went out again. This time it was 
the same old marshalling yards at Heilbrum that caught ite (m the twentieth 
too the first of the Infantry shipments went out. @ And with them went 
Private Warren Harris and Private Hoy H. Mitchell went out to the new services 


When the word went around that thete were to be replacements for 
the Queen of Battles from the ground forces there was a hushed silence among 
the mene This was something new, something to be reckoned withe They 
read of the new appointment of General Ben Lear and connected the two items. 
And soon the newest greeting in the offices and the mess halls and on the line 
became Hot "What's cookin but"what do you hear fram Leari" And they waited 
and wondered what was coming. 


On the twenty-first the ships flew to Ludwigshaven and then they 
stayed put for the next seven full days. And while they sat ... the weather 
had its field day. Snow, rain, sleet and more snow, The static pools 
overflowed over the roads ..« the buildings leaked amiall nature had one 
wild enjoyable spree. And the men suffered quietly through this -.. what 
they hoped would be the last of the English winters. 


On the twenty-eighth the ships struck Duisberg and the following 
day they made a successful trip to Kassel. The Runstedt bulge was only a 
pimple now and the Russians were approaching the Oder. The war was looking up.
